Miles Trip To Central and 
Sou th America—Roy ally 
Entertained In the Capital 
City —The Av iators Pre­ 
dict That There Will Be 
Other Trips Made Across 
the Ocean—Lindbergh and 
Chamberlain Lau ded.

“ In a few y ears we are going to see 
transportation across the 
ocean by 
airplane as we see it across the land 
today .” 
M ajor 
H erbert A. 
Dargu e, U. S. 
arm y , flight commander of the Pan- 
Am erican good will flight, made this 
prediction Thu rsday at the chamber 
of commerbe lu ncheon in the Deshler ¡ 
W allick, Colu mbu s. 
He paid tribu te to the achiev ement 
of 
Colonel 
Lindbergh, 
“ who 
was 
trained in the arm y air schools.” 
“ Lindbergh,” he said, 
“was 
first- 
called ‘Lu cky ’ bu t that nickname has ( 
been dropped. 
He is the fellow who 
prepares for su ccess and not for fail- ¡ 
u re. 
Sees his goal and goes ahead. 
I think his flight acorss the sea has 
dem onstrated to the world how close 
we are one nation to another.” 
Chamberlin deserv es a great deal ( 
of honor, too, M ajor Dargu s asserted, j 
“ Altho the glory of being second is] 
nev er so great 
as being 
first, 
y et 
Cham berlin’s flight has remov ed from 
the minds of the skeptic 
that tra ns­ 
ocean fly ing depends u pon lu ck.” 
Incidents of the 27 ,000 mile flight 
thru the Latin-Am erican cou ntries as 
am bassadors 
of good 
will 
for the 
U nited States were described by Ma- 
t jor Dargu e for the 100 persons who 
heard him. 
At Tampico, where the fliers were 
feted 
by the 
Mex ican officials, 
he 
said they encou ntered their first hard 
"ship of the trip. 
Six glasses were be 
side each plate on the banqu et table 
and not one of them wTa3 filled with 
w ater. 
One of the airm en said he’d 
giv e $2.5 0 for a glass of w ater. 
“ We were representativ es of a pro­ 
hibition cou ntry , and we had to liv e 
u £ to that,” he said, “and fly ing and 
six glasses of wine don’t mix .’ 
Ab­ 
stinence was 
observ ed 
thru ou t 
the 
trip, he declared. 
The flight, he said, had done more 
to promote u nderstanding and good 
will between the United States and 
the repu blics to the sou th than cou ld 
hav e been accomplished by any other 
form of diplomacy . 
There was one landing made in a 
tiny harbor 
on 
the west 
coast 
of 
Mex ico that M ajor Dargu e described. 
Becau se of a heav y gale which was 
whipping the sea there was only one 
landing possible and that was in a 
sm all sheltered place 
where it was 
necessary to “go down on an elev a­ 
tor.” 
This 
was 
accomplished 
by 
heading the planes into the teeth of 
the windstorm, shu tting off the en­ 
gine and dropping flat to the w ater. 
He emphasized the importance of 
keeping u p 
the schedu le 
on 
this 
flight becau se being on tim e demon­ 
strated more conv incingly than any ­ 
thing else that commercial 
av iation 
was practical. 
Ev ery where the fliers went, 
they 
were greeted most cordially , he said. 
It was not u nu su al for the president 
and his cabinet to be at the landing 
field aw aiting the plane in each of 
the cou ntries v isited. 
Speaking of the two airm en who 
were killed in a m idair collision on 
the trip, M ajor Dargu e said he cou ld 
think of no better way for an airm an 
to meet his death du ring peace time 
than on a good will tou r of this kind, 
whose pu rpose is to foster interna­ 
tional am ity .. 
Lieu tenant Charles McKinley Rob­ 
inson, a Colu mbu s boy who was pilot 


of the plane 
“ San Antonio” 
on the 
sou thern tou r, was an honor gu est at 
the lu ncheon together with his par­ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Samu el F. Rob­ 
inson, 14 21 Su m mit street. 
He arranged 
all su pplies 
for the 
flight. 
M odestly and briefly he told 
of ju st a few incidents of the trip, 
which cost nearly one-third of a m il­ 
lion dollars. 
For 
gasoline and oil 
oil alone there was ex pended $35 ,000. 
W alter O. Loehner, Trenton, presi­ 
dent of the N ational association of 
commercial organization secretaries, 
who is accompany ing M ajor Dargu e 
on his v isit to Am erican cities on a 
sev en weeks' 
tou r, also 
spoke. 
He 
pointed ou t that the arm y had within 
the past y ear done 
more than 
any 
other 
agency 
in prom oting 
u nder­ 
standing between 
nations 
thru 
its 
representativ es v isiting foreign cou n­ 
tries in airplanes. 
Robert 
W. Gillespie, 
of 
Jeffrey 
M anu factu ring company , was chair­ 
man of the reception committee. 
The “ New Y ork” am phibian plane, 
which carried M ajor Dargu e on his 
27 ,000-mile flight, is being u sed in 
this tou r. 
The 
great black 
bodied 
plane, with wings of y ellow, landed 
at Norton field. 
Following the m eeting M ajor Dar^ 
gu e flew to the Greggs dam, landing 
ju st

“So long as y ou rem ain librarian it 
will be y ou r du ty ,” Tu rner told H er­ 
bert S. H irshberg, state librarian, “to 
rem ain in charge of the state library 
to giv e y ou r personal attendance and 
attention thereto and to enforce the 
ru les and regu lations established for 
the gov ernm ent of the library .” 
Elsewhere in the opinion 
the a t­ 
torney general ru led in effect that u n­ 
less they resign or are remov ed, state 
library employ es will be obliged to 
continu e their serv ices withou t com­ 
pensation. 
“Salary is not necessarily an inci­ 
dent of office,” he told Hirshberg. “In 
other 
words, abolishing 
the salary 
does not abolish the office. 
The office 
remains ev en if the officer resigns. 
“There being no au thority for the 
library board to accept priv ate fu nds 
I see no law fu l way to escape the sit­ 
u ation created by the gov ernor’s v eto 
ex cept that officials and employ es con 
nected w ith the state 
library 
shall 
serv e w ithou t compensation, depend­ 
ing for financial rew ard if any , u p­ 
on some fu tu re session of the legis- 
I latu re.”

Prevent Maggots From 
Attacking Onion Sets 
The best way to control the onion 
maggot is to trap the adult flies which 
lay the eggs. 
These flies like sweets. 
About twenty small plates of a little 
poisoned sirup placed on an acre will 
do much to control them. 
The plates 
should be covered with a wire screen 
of a mesh small enough to prevent 
bees from getting in. 
One-fourth-inch 
mesh is the most satisfactory. 
This 
screen will also prevent poultry and 
birds from drinking the sirup. 
The sirup can be made by dissolving 
one-fourth ounce of sodium arsenite in 
a gallon of hot water, and then adding 
a pint of molasses. 
The addition of 
a slice of onion makes the sirup more 
attractive to the flies.

Legend Calls Constellation 
Queen’s Shorn Tresses. 


Washington.—Possibly not the first, 
but certainly one of the earliest 
maidens to bob her hair, achieved im­ 
mortality, in the sky. Look overhead 
this evening, if it is clear, and there 
you will see a swarm of rather faint 
stars. These are the locks which were 
sacrificed by the Queen Berenice, and 
are known as Coma Berenices, or 
Berenice’s Hair. 
Berenice was the wife of Evergetes, 
who was the third of the Ptolomies 
and ruled Egypt about 243 B. C. Pre­ 
viously there had been no such con­ 
stellation in the sky, but the tail of 
the near-by lion, Leo, stretched straight 
into the space that it now occupies. 
One day the king went 
to war 
against the Assyrians, and fully aware 
of the danger to him, Berenice was 
much alarmed for his safety. 
Going 
to the temple of Venus, the goddess 
of love, to pray for his safety, she 
vowed on the altar of Venus that if 
Evergetes 
returned 
victorious 
she 
would cut off her beautiful hair and 
give it to the gods. 
The king did defeat the Assyrians, 
and when Berenice heard of his vic­ 
tory she was true to lier promise, and 
bobbed her hair. 
Like modern hus­ 
bands who learn that their wives have 
cut off their tresses, the king was dis­ 
tressed at Hie appearance of his wife 
with bobbed hair, even though he ap­ 
preciated her kind Intentions. 
Astronomer Explains It. 
But his anger was aroused the next 
day when it 
developed that 
the 
queen’s tresses had been stolen from 
the temple of Venus during the night, 
and he consulted his court astronomer 
and sage, who seems to have been one 
of the original “yes-men,” Conon by 
name. 
He Had to explain what had 
happened, and after due consideration 
he announced that Jupiter had himself 
removed the locks from the temple 
and placed them among the stars. 
Pointing out what had previously been 
regarded by astronomers as the end 
of the lion’s tail he told the king that 
this was his wife’s hair. And as the 
king was not familiar with astronomy, 
he took Conon at his word, and he and 
his queen were highly flattered at the 
approval thus shown by the gods. But 
as the lion had to have his* tail, it has 
been represented ever since as curled 
into a loop.

along that line, even though a hard­ 
ware salesman tries to persuade. 
The 
question of mineral supplements for 
swine rations, which has stirred up 
considerable discussion among farm­ 
ers, is a very similar problem and Is 
almost as simple,” says Dr. W. E. 
Carroll, chief in swine husbandry at 
the college of agriculture, University 
of Illinois. 
“The two things most needed In the 
way of mineral supplements for swine 
Is a little more straight thinking on 
the part of the men who feed them, 
and a little less ‘hocus pocus' on the 
part of the salesmen. 
Some rations 
need a mineral supplement while oth­ 
ers do not 
In case the ration being 
fed needs a mineral supplement, it 
is not necessary 
to pay exorbitant 
prices for it. 
Some Rations Need Protein. 
“If a ration already contains enough 
mineral elements of the right kind, 
nothing will be gained by adding more. 
It Is the problem of the 4-foot fence 
when one 3 feet high is ample. 
In 
general, rations which contain liberal 
amounts of skim milk, tankage, fish 
meal or other protein supplements of 
animal origin will contain enough of I 
the necessary mineral elements, ex­ 
cept common salt, to meet the needs 
of any class of swine. 
On the other 
hand, swine Rations winch are made 
up entirely of materials from the plant 
kingdom are likely to be deficient in 
lime and may also lack phosphorus. 
As examples of these rations may be 
mentioned corn and soy beans, also 
corn and soy benn oil meal. 
“Even with these rations which are 
known to be deficient in mineral, noth­ 
ing apparently is to be gained, except 
In special cases, by adding other ele- j 
ments than calcium, phosphorus, so- j 
diura and chlorine. 
That being tile 
case, the source of these elements, 
their cost and the proportion in which 
to feed them are the questions need­ 
ing attention. 
Cheap Source of Calcium. 
“Without going into detail, it may 
be stated that a cheap, yet satisfac­ 
tory, source of calcium is the ordi­ 
nary agricultural limestone of high 
calcium 
grade. 
One 
of 
the 
best 
sources of phosphorus is steamed bone 
meal, while sodium and chlorine are 
added as common salt 
The propor­ 
tion of these materias quite generally 
recommended at the present time, is; 
Two parts ground limestone, two parts 
steamed bone meal and one part com­ 
mon salt. 
In case the feeding is being 
done in a goitrous area, the feeds and 
water will be deficient in iodine. 
In | 
these areas one ounce of potassium or i 
sodium iodine should be added to 1 
each IOO pounds of the mineral sup­ 
plement. 
“This simple mineral 
supplement 
can be mixed on almost any farm at 
a cost not to exceed $1.25 to $1.75 
a hundred pounds, based on average 
retail prices of the ingredients. 
If 
spent bone black can be bought for 
less than steamed bone meal, it may 
be substituted for the bone meal in 
the formula. 
The Indiana station has 
obtained good results from feeding a 
mixture composed of ten parts wood 
ashes, ten parts IC per cent acid phos- j 
pilate, and one part salt.”

Prevent Maggots From 
Attacking Onion Sets 
The best way to control the onion 
maggot is to trap the adult flies which 
lay the eggs. 
These flies like sweets. 
About twenty small plates of a little 
poisoned sirup placed on an acre will 
do much to control them. 
The plates 
should be covered with a wire screen 
of a mesh small enough to prevent 
bees from getting in. 
One-fourth-inch 
mesh Is the most satisfactory. 
This 
screen will also prevent poultry and 
birds from drinking the sirup. 
The sirup can be made by dissolving 
one-fourth ounce of sodium arsenite in 
a gallon of hot water, and then adding 
a pint of molasses. 
The addition of 
a slice of onion makes the sirup moro 
attractive to the flies.
